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Highway Surfacing 
Proposal Dropped 

Lack of Support—Those Inter¬ 
viewed Say Its Up to Govern¬ 
ment-Surfacing Town Roads 
Suggested. 

Committees in the various 
Pass towns report that very little 
if any support was given to the 
proposal to raise by subscription 
money to pay for surfacing the 
highway between Maple Leaf| 
and. Coleman west. 

The main reason given was 
that so much is now being paid 
in licenses, driver’s fees and gas¬ 
oline tax, that if the money col¬ 
lected for highways was spent 
in improving them, it would not 
be necessary to ask the public to 
assume the direct cost. Many 
favor continued pressure being 
brought on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to see that a greater 
proportion of the money collect/ 
ed in the Pass towns is spent on 
surfacing, as sufficient money 
has been paid over a term of | 
years to make a cement highway 
and leave a big surplus. 

Now the subject has been dis¬ 
cussed, people living in Coleman 
have turned their thoughts to¬ 
wards surfacing the roads within 
the town limits. The dust nuis¬ 
ance this summer has been the 
worst ever, and it will continue. 
If the majority favor the council 
going ahead with a surfacing 
program to include the entire 
town, it will necessitate an in¬ 
crease on the taxes, probably 
spread over a few years. On the 
other hand, if it was decided to 
raise the money by subscription, 
many have expressed themselves 
in favor if it will help to elimin¬ 
ate the nuisance from which the 
town now suffers. 

The best plan would be to 
place before the ratepayers a de¬ 
finite program of road surfacing, 
and if a majority were in favor, 
go ahead and make a real job, 
the same as was done on Main 
street. It would be an improve¬ 
ment well worth while, it would 
eliminate dust from car traffic, 
and not a housewife in town but 
would welcome the proposal, 
seeing they have to clean so 
much of it from their homes.

the invisibility of the tie constitutes its great strength, because it is the 
spirit within and not the nature of the outward shell which guides the 
destinies of nations, even as it does of the individual. 

Something of this truth must have inspired the remarks of Carl Golden- 
berg in an article in the June issue of the Fortnightly, published in London, 
England under the caption “ ‘Americanization’ of Canada” in which he 
divests the effects of the American influence in this country of some of the 
terrors which it inspires in timid or reluctant breasts. 

“The alleged ‘Americanization’ of Canada,” says Goldenberg in a very 
thoughtful and analytical article, “is usually regarded as a regrettabe and 
undesirable trend. It is too often forgotten that Canada does not have to 
be ‘Americanized’, because Canada is a North American nation. 

“The 3,000 miles of boundary that separate Canada from the U.S.A. 
are a purely imaginary line. .The people on each side of this line, in the 
main, speak the same language, have the same habits and ways of thought, 
and dress in similar fashions. They see the same moving picture films, 
they listen to the same radio programmes and they read the same period¬ 
icals. Every day thousands cross the boundary line each way as though it 
did not exist. And proximity makes all this inevitable. Great Britain, after 
all, is separated from Canada by the width of the Atlantic Ocean.” 

Mr. Goldenberg might have added that this very proximity, this grow¬ 
ing intercommunication which is being accelerated with improved forms of 
transportation and by increasing trade relations will just as inevitably re¬ 
sult in increasing the American impress on Canadian externals with greater 
celerity as time goes on. 

Quoting statistics the writer goes on to point out that the source of 
Canadian capital has shifted from London to New York since the Great 
War, but sees nothing terrifying in that, for he adds: 

“In answer to the bogey of ‘American economic penetration’ it may 
be pointed out that, although U.S. investments are very extensive in 
as the ‘key’ industries of Canada are concerned, they are not subject to 
American economic control, nor do they seek to promote American political 1 
Influence. In any event, Canada is rapidly ceasing to be dependent 
foreign capital and is actually becoming an exporter of capital. Canadian 
Investments abroad now amount to almost $2,000,000,000.” 

Despite these geographic and economic American influences on Cana¬ 
dian life, "it is important to remember,” says Mr. Goldenberg, “that Can¬ 
ada’s political system is British and the majority of her population is of 
British origin. There exists a strong sentimental attachment to the mother 
country and the Crown. 

And if that were not sufficient to ensure the preservation of the British

“Ah Ka Ma”—the mystic three- 
word clue said to have been revealed 
to the regent of Tibet while he sat 
by the Holy Lake of Kali—may 
quickly end the nation-wide search 
for the reincarnation of the Dalai 
Lama. 

Tibetans believe that the spirit of 
the Dalai Lama, supreme ruler of 
the country and head of the all- 
powerful priesthood, enters, at the 
moment of death, the body of a baby 
born at precisely the same time. 

The Tashi Lama, the second spirit¬ 
ual leader of Tibet, who is living in 
exile in China, has sent a remark¬ 
able letter to Lhassa, stating that he 
held a ceremony at “the Carnival of 
Purification,” attended by thousands 
of Buddhists from China and Tibet. 

During the ceremony, he says, a 
woman, holding in her arms a two- 
year-old child, approached the Tashi 
Lama and caught hold of his body. 
After the ceremony the Tashi Lama 
ascertained that the woman is 
“Kamatso,” wife of a man in the re¬ 
gion of Amdo. It is believed in 
Lhassa that this child may be the 
reincarnation of the Dalai Lama, 
who died two years ago. 

The regent’s vision revealed the 
words “Ah Ka Ma." It is supposed 
that “Ah” indicates the Amdo re¬ 
gion and the “Ka” and the “Ma” in¬ 
dicate “Kama”, the name of the 
child’s mother.

GRECIAN DICTATOR 


London.—After a month of fight¬ 
ing, the civil war in Spain rages with | 
Increasing ferocity. 

Both sides are shooting prisoners 
ruthlessly. In Madrid alone 733 in-, 
surgents and supporters, including I 
priests, were reported shot by gov¬ 
ernment militia. Seven thousand 
ethers were under arrest. 

The Foreign Legion and Moorish 
troops drive the rebel cause steadily 
forward, mopping up villages as they 
go. 

In both France and Britain left- 
wing critics are increasingly bitter. 
They see Spain overrun with fascism 
while great democracies vainly 
struggle for agreement. They see 
looming ahead a fight to a finish be¬ 
tween the opposing philosophies of 
dictatorship in a totalitarian state 
and the French Republican doctrine 
of the rights of man. 

Fifteen thousand men and women 
marched in Trafalgar square Sunday! 
and passed a resolution pledging 
assistance to the Spanish government 
and people “in their courageous and 
resolute struggle.” The contingents 
represented the Labor party, the 1 
Communist party, Youth leagues, 
Women’s Co-operative leagues and 
Socialist leagues. 

In the procession were women 
pushing baby-carriages. Some of the 
men carried children on their shoul¬ 
ders. As they passed Charing Cross, 
station, a number of demonstrators: 
raised a clenched hand in the Com¬ 
munist salute. A shower of coins | 
fell on the platform when an appeal j 
was made for the Spanish relief fund.'

Made Indian Chief 

Lord Tweedsmuir Is Accepted Into 
free Brotherhood 

Carlton, Saak.- Accepted into the 
Cree brotherhood, Lord Tweedsmuir, 
governor-general of Canada, became 
Chief Okemow Otataowkew—"Teller 
of Tales”—at a brilliant Indian cere¬ 
mony here. There were 5,000 spec¬ 
tators as Chief Sam Swimmer of the 
Sweet Grass band, nephew of the 
great Poundmaker, who led the In¬ 
dian uprising on these plains 51 years 
ago, placed the feather head dress on 
the head of the governor-general and 
placed about his shoulders a fine 
white cariboo skin. 

The Indian chiefs also presented 
Lord Tweedsmuir with a beautifully 
beaded robe as a coronation gift for 
His Majesty ths king. In addition, 
they created Prime Minister W. L.j 
Mackenzie King an honorary chief, 
naming him Oteenesew Weeusowew 
—“Wise Counsellor.” 

The visit of the governor-general, ^ 
Lady Twedsmuir and their party was 
a highlight of the two-day celebra¬ 
tion to mark the 60th anniversary of 
Treaty No. 6, signed at Carlton, by 
which the Indians ceded rights fa! 
their lands to Queen Victoria. 

Carlton, a fur trading centre of 80! 
years ago, was the mecca of Indians i 
from distant parts and for several 
thousand white people who joined; 
with them in marking the annivecs-; 
ary of the historic event. 

The solemn, dignified ceremonial, 
by which Lord Tweedsmuir became 
a Cree chieftain, took place on a 
pavilion erected with a poplar grove; 

Following the | 
actual conferring of chieftainship! 
and acceptance into the Cree nation, 
50 braves staged- a pow-wow dance' 
before the platform. 

His Excellency addressed a few 
words to the assembled chiefs in 
their Cree tongue, then continued in 
English. In Cree he said: “Brother 
chief, I am most happy on this occa¬ 
sion. You have done me great honor 
in taking me into your brother¬ 
hood.”

; £).UST this summer, owing to a lengthly dry spell, has 
been a nuisance complained of by all citizens. Without 
even a wind, automobiles have stirred up dust in thick In 
clouds. The oil surfacing proposal for the highway not hav¬ 
ing been favorably responded toby citizens of the Pass towns, 
has caused many to ask-—why not inaugurate a program for 
surfacing the roads in town? i 

^^ITH the exception of cement sidewalks and road surfac- ^ 
ing in the business area, and bitumal sidewalks on 
Second street and to West Coleman, nothing has been done Bi 
in lasting improvement. Sixth street has been graded, as , 
well the people living there know it from the dust. The job 
is not finished, if reports are true that some kind of surfac¬ 
ing has to be done. Our streets are in such a crude state I |« 
that they are ugly to the eye, though we may have become ** 
accustomed to the sight. But visitors notice it, and locally 
we are too prone to accept such conditions without doing 
much about it. 

F 

£T VERY year gravel and rocks are spread, and after awhile ^ 
the rocks are picked up, causing unnecessary labor, and 
expense which might well be used to better advantage. The 
amount expended over a number of years runs into a tidy 
sum, which, if used on a definite program covering a year or De 
two, would give the town value. The present system of 
tinkering does not, and leaves the roads as dusty as ever. 

|T IS believed that the majority of ratepayers would favor 
a road surfacing program to give relief from the dust. 
Very little has been done in public improvements since the 
town was incorporated, owing to lack of initiative and the Tt 
tendency in a mining town to think that any old thing will 
do. A more substantial method of road repairing would E 
cost very little more than the patching up and scraping to¬ 
gether of gravel to the centre of the roads, there to be flatten¬ 
ed by cars or blown away by the wind. We would at least w 
have something worth while when the job was done, and we 
believe the council would find over a number of years that it 
would be far more economical and give satisfaction to the 
ratepayers. $20,000 spread over a few years for a popula- 
' tion the size of Coleman certainly cannot be considered ex- 
travagent, particularly when it is so badly needed.

AUGUST 23 

THE GOSPEL FOR ALL MEN 

Golden text: For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begot¬ 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth on 
him should not perish, but have 
eternal life. John 3:16. 

Lesson: Acts 10:1, 11:18; Romans 
1:15-17. 

Devotional Reading: Isaiah 11:1-5. 

Explanations And Comments 
Peter Justifies his Action to the 
Church at Jerusalem, Acts 11:1-18. 
In chapters 10 and 11 of The Acts 
we have two accounts of the way in 
which Cornelius, the Gentile, and his 
household had the Gospel preached 
to them and were baptized. In chap¬ 
ter ten Luke records the events as 
they happened, and then in chapter 
eleven gives Peter’s report of the 
events to the Church at Jerusalem. 
The double account shows how sig¬ 
nificant Luke regarded this first ad¬ 
dition of Gentiles to the ranks. 

The apostles and brethren at Jeru¬ 
salem were startled at the opening 
of the door to the Gentiles. 
Peter's return to Jerusalem they 
buked him. Up to this time Peter’s 
authority had been unquestioned and 
it must have cut him to the quick to 
have his actions challenged. He was 
rebuked, not for preaching to Gen¬ 
tiles, but for having gone into the 
house ,:f Gentiles and actually eaten 
with then! Peter did not quail, but 
justified his conduct by explaining to 
them the occurrences just as they 
had happened. 

It was while he was praying in the 
city of Joppa that he fell into a 
trance and had a vision by ’ which 
God taught him a great truth. In 
his vision he saw a receptacle re¬ 
sembling a great sheet held up by 
the four corners, which was let down 
from heaven toward him. In it Peter 
all manner of beasts and creep¬ 
ing things and birds. Peter was 
hungry, and it was natural that 
things suitable for food should pre¬ 
sent themselves to his mental eye. 

Peter heard a voice bidding him 
rise, kill and eat. He was still the 
self-willed, impulsive and vehement 
Peter, and he cried out, “Not so, 
Lord: for nothing common or un¬ 
clean hath ever entered into my 
mouth.” Recall Mt. 16:22 and John 
13:8. Levitical law prescribed what 
animals could be slaughtered for 
food and also the method of slaugh¬ 
ter. While some of the animals 
mentioned in Peter’s vision were re¬ 
garded by the Jews as clean, that 
is, fit for eating, they had become 
unclean according to the Jewish be¬ 
lief by contact with other animals 
held to be unclean. 

Then Peter heard a voice speaking 
a second time and saying, “What 
God hath cleansed, make not thou 
common.” This was done thrice, and 
| all was drawn up again into heaven. 

Peter might have taken the vision 
to mean simply that the Mosaic

Capt. John Irving Was Owner Of 
First Steamship Service Between 
Victoria And The Mainland 

Captain John Irving, 82, owner of 
the first steamship service between 
Victoria and the mainland, died re¬ 
cently at Vancouver, following 
month's illness. 

Captain Irving was bonn aboard 
sailing ship operated between San 
Francisco and Portland, Ore., by his 
| father. When his father died John 
took over operation of the Irving] 
Pioneer Line. 

In 1882 the Irving Line and the 
Hudson’s Bay Company fleet joined 
to form the Canadian Pacific Navi¬ 
gation Co. and in 1901 the company 
transferred to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co. 

Capt. Irving also organized the 
Columbia and Kootenay Steam Navi¬ 
gation Company in 1890, and in 1896 
and 1897 he organized the Yukon 
Navigation Company which he turn¬ 
ed over to the White Pass Railway 
Company in 1900. 

In 1894 Captain Irving was elected 
to the British Columbia legislature 
as member for Cassiar and was re¬ 
elected In 1897.

Colonel Lindbergh pinned his faith 
on an elk’s tooth, and the Mollisons 
take a rusty and well-worn horseshoe 
wherever they go. 

The French, although possessing 
many hard-headed traits, are in¬ 
tensely superstitious and Napoleon 
himself was no exception to the 
rule. It is considered very unlucky 
in France to whistle indoors, and 
the great French conqueror once re¬ 
duced an aide-de-camp for daring to 
pipe a melody within the precincts 
of the Palace of Fontainebleau.

Carpentier’s 
mascot was a small golden wishbone 
which he carried on his watchchain.

One is that no one 
must mention the title of a play on 
its first night until the curtain has 
risen. Martin Harvey became so 
nervous at an Infringement of this 
custom on one occasion that he com¬ 
pletely forgot his opening lines, and 
had to improvise hastily.

Hosiers Of Troyes, France, Are 
Planning Colorful Festival 

In picturesque fashion, the hosiers 
of Troyes, France, will evoke history 
of stockings across the ages in a 
colorful stocking festival to be held 
next September. It is not known 
when the first stocking was made, 
but historians of the Industry there 
say that silk stockings were “in¬ 
vented” about 400 years ago. Con¬ 
sequently, the September festival 
will celebrate this anniversary.

King 
Henry VIII. was the first English 
monarch to wear silk stockings

Troyes is famous for a variety of 
reasons.
